Tlie ,:ublic man most talked about and 
whose face and form the j'eoiile of our country 
are meet anxious to see, is nniptestianably 
Gen. Grant. He Las been so retiring .and so 
reticent that he has never yet made a s{>ecch a 
sertenre in length, an<h has only shown him- 
self in sccietv when duty or stern custom re- 
qiiiied It. He does not seem to have .an v of 
the tastes lor parades, or reviews, or uniforms, 
of many of our commanders; and among them 
some of the bravest and best. Thus, when his 
terms bod been accepted, a private and stright- 
forward talk with Ix;e. and after a hurried rati- 
fication of it before tbe a.<*ctnliled armies, he 
kft the rest of the formula to his otliccrs; and 
instead of going to Richmond, the great ,>rixe 
so long and so bravelv fonght for, he turned his 
horse toward City Point, tcok the boat for 
Washington, rejiorted ijuirtly to the President, 
and then , a'-fed to the cars on his way to see 
li'is familv at Burlington, New .Jersev, hiv- 
ing hr: rd the news of Mr. IJuroln's 
murder on tlie lost from Philadel- 
I ilia to Camden. It is mure than jirob. 
able that it was his natural aver-^ion to tbe de- 
monstrations of great crowds, aud his strong 
diuiicstic hahits, which ,*aved him from the fate 
ol our liclovid President. I was among those 
who witresjid the solemn ceremony in the Kist 
Room of the Presidential mansion, on Wertnes- 
dav, the li'th of April, in the presence of the 
Benator* and Representatives of the United 
Biatcs. theBn]>reme Court, the foreign Lega- 
tions, the Cabinet, the beads of Department*, 
and tbe chiefs of the army and the navy then in 
Washington. 1 noted the entrance of General 
Grant. Even in the sombre chamber, while 
every heart was filled with unutterable woe, 
and the sohs of the mpiimers could be distiuct- 
Iv beaid, there was an eagemecs to see and 
study tbe fe-atures of the great .soldier who bad 
cor qnered the most extended and tragic con- 
s]>iracy in human annals. He took hi* place 
with almcst i>alnful modesty, seeming, as it 
were, to shrink from observation, and alth >ugh 
oranv advanced to gaze ni>on the lineaments 
lately so bright with benevolenco and hoiie. 
then' cold and stiff in death. General Grant was 
not *<f tbe number. He had doubtless previous- 
!v taken hi* last farewell. When General 
Bbcrman entered into his nnfortuuatc ne- 
gociaiion with Joe Johnston, the Licn- 
lenunt-Gcneral himself carrii-d the order 
I'cuntermaiiding it. Instead of iniViiie 
elaborate piei'aMlions, I ipinte tfie words of 
« rewlio saw bim lake bis have: ‘'He had with 
l.ini uni' his small eari'Cl-bng and a full cigar 
case.’’ Yesterday morning General Gran*, re- 
tuinid fioui Raleigh, and laid the rc.sull of his 
ct n'tnnce tofore the Prcsidt nt. As I h.iil 
I ever had the honor of a lormal introduction 
to or eonrcrsalion with General Grant, I em- 
l raced tbe opportucitv of being iireaented to 
him lastevet.ing, in comi'any with two gentle- 
men. one ( f them his iuUma'ie friend. He was 
n«'t in Lis room when we arrived, so we waited 
till I e can e in fiom the W:ir Dei>artmeiit I 
confess, wlen the door softly o{>ehcd. and a 
gentleman about tbe size of Governor And- ew, 
of M.assaeliutetls, first qnletlv looked in, and 
thrn A* quietly entered, smoking a stump of a 
figor, I was a’ good deal surprised . We were at- 
coidirgfy intrt^uced. Putting hi* band into hi* 
side I o. kei he drew tbenee a pai>cr of regali is, 
lighted a frc.*h one himself, at the same time 
olktirg them to his gue.-ts. And this was 
tbe Lieutenant General of the irresistible 
aimy of the United States! This w.vr the 
man whose aeliievcments, a* well in capturing 
Rifbmond as In the clo^lng scene with Iy»e, are 
now dlM-ussed at every American fireside, and 
bv all the military critics in the civilized world ! 
Hut f r the three stars on bis shoulders be never 
wruid lic lakrn for whut he is hv a stranger. 
Indeed, in citizen dress, he would look more 
bke a resj'ix tahle Pennsy lvania farmer than a 
ihon ugh- bred military man. There la such au 
utter absence ol the characteristics of the mar 
t'nel that it was diflicnit to realize that we 
strod in the presence of the Cr t soldier in the 
world. Gti^ral Grant reached his forty-third 
'caron Friilav, f.-om which yon may have an 
idci that be Is very young looking, ns, in feed, 
he is. Thtie was no care on his brow, no hes- 
ilatlor in hi* s|ieech, and not the slightest dis- 
p( siilou to conceal Lie ihonghu or hU opin- 
ions. 

In this I was as mtvh eurprl?ed as lu the 
singular sinipliclfy of his hearing. That ho was 
a gtet'en-an you perceived at once. Ho does 
not talk like a New Kuglander or a Souihern.T, 
but rem-nded me of a 8<-< itch- Irish Weslesn 
Pennsy Ivunian. I could easil'. nuder-tauJ, l.ow- 
ever. in bis looks, and in even- word he si>oke, 
that I was gazing upon and IDtening 1 1 the 
hap] lest roan In America lie felt (none more 
so) the great loss sustained by our country and 
by Diaiikind, but there was in his whole d -p >rt- 
n.cni n consciousness that tbe rebellion was 
ciustod, that an honorable p<ace was at bond, 
iiTid tleit our lllustrlons President h*d bren sne- 
etcdi d by one eminently fitted to finish the good 
work. 

P.e paid the highest tribute to General 8her- 
m«D*B patriotism, complimented him for his as- 
tc.nishing march from Savannah to Goldsbo’-o, 
snd Incidentally ftoted that he had himself se- 
lected him for that undertaking on account of 
Ills rare cairacltivs. He also spoke of the prompt 
inaiiner in which the order countermanding 
tbe r.< gi Illations with Joe Johnston had iie- n 
I Xi cried bw General Sherman and his corps 
ccmniar.ders. tV hen Le referred to the condi- 
tion of the Si ulhern people, it was as one wbo 
talked of an niifurtanate, a desolated race. 
Two armies had fonght, advanced, and retreat- 
ed, again and again, over the best port! n of 
their s« il, and bad left desiialr, and mi.*cry, and 
almoet starvation, before, behind, and around 
them. Alibouch he enrcfully avoided the 
sllglitest reference to politics, or to the numer- 
ous snggesfions in connection with what 1* 
ealied leconflrnelion or reorgani/.alion, and 
confined biiuftlf strictly to military topic*, he 
mf<re than once revealed th-ii he would treat 
Ihe masses of the South with kindness and 
l-umanitb, especially in view of the fact 
that they bad toen forced to obey their 
own desperate leaders. In ref jr ring to the sur- 
rendei of Oineral Lee, of whom, by the way, 
he sjioke highly (as he did of Joe Johnston), he 
*aid that l.is "arn y (Lee’s) h.od been dre:idiully 
reduced In the rcin-at. That rebel chief was 
touched liy the lll«rul terms conceded to him 
by the Lieutenant General, aud when he inti- 
mated to Grant that he tm*ted every effort 
wonld lie made to conclude tbe arraugemenL*, 
so that bis soldiers might immediateir be pa- 
roled and sent to their homi s. he added that 
they were in a pitiable condition, not having 
bad the mort ordinary rations for two davA It 
was then that Gen. Grant directed hiscomuiLs- 
sionaries to issue to the sur.endered forces 
rations for nearly twenty six thousand men. I 
mention Ibis cireiiiiislanee in refutation of a 
el aige that General Lee had demanded rations, 
when the fact is that Grant tendered them, as I 
l>ave staled. Of one thing this interview im- 
pressed my friend and myself: the great plans 
wh'eb have excited so much admiration, and 
base l'«(n so lUifiiDcbingly adhered to, in the 
midst of lidicule calumny, and disaster, uutil 
victory sealed and confirmed them, have bren 
tbe plans of Gen. Grant himself.

In your Issue of yesterday I notice a letter 
from a correspondent in Danville who writes 
uuder the ii"*n <Ie ptvmr o'. Occasional. Earlv 
in life I was taught not to lielievc a tiling until 
I bad availed myselt of eterv means to obtain 
indisputable evidence In its behalf. Seeing this 
letter vesterdav, and, with him, being a ’“friend 
to the'negro,” I delerminet, as far a* iiraetica- 
ble, to ascertain such facts statistic*, and dat:» 
as would enable me to arrive at a just conclu- 
sion as to the verity of the siatements contained 
in his letter. 

Captain Hall is absent, and, were he here, I 
don’t know that he would thank me for even 
noticing the alisurdities of this Oocasiouol man. 

First, Captain Hall is n'>ta tjiiarlermaster in 
Camp Nelson. Having iiithfully jierformel 
his duties as sneh, to tbe full salislaciion of tbe 
Govern mext, he resigned his jiosition six 
mouths since, and more th:oi three nioaihs ago 
was appointed Super iuteudrnt of C >lore.i Ketu- 
giesat this Post. The vtry alisurditv of *‘a 
luiiior in the form of a mi ssage,” said to have 
been received from Captair Hall, is too trans- 
paicnttu notice. Suffice It t» siv, I kitow no 
luih report ever emanated from him or hi* 
“agents.” 

Again. He says th.ut thex arc hundreds and 
Ihouriinds who Lave beei reielved here and 
Mipixirted in idleness at the iiublic exjieusi-. 
Connected with the Relugrc Home there are 
atouil two hundred acres of land under garden 
cultivation, w hich they til as a part of their 
daily emiiloymeiit. They are not i'lU' by anv 
means. Beikingemploynunl wherever it may' 
lie found, many partially snpiiort themselva*; 
others clothe themselves wth money earned by 
washing for soldiers aad employes in camp. 
The larger boys are daily engaged imjiroving 
He public ground.*. 

Then he complains that the offer of “the 
highest wages” jimves no inducement to keep 
thi m at home. From an examination of the rec- 
ords, k(pt at the Home, In which the age, histo- 
ry, and lessons for leaving their masters are re- 
corded. I find not a sini^e instance regls*,«red 
where they wi re offered wiges by their masters, 
.and out of g.UiiO now remtiaing at the Home I 
ei'iikl not find one tbiil, letng internrgated as 
to whether they had ever leeu offered ware* for 
i;.eir tervices, who would answer iu the affirma- 
tive. Ar.d esperiai^ doe* »bi* grievance come 
with liod grace Irom hunriUe where so receuUv 
bnlleflns were posted through the town warning 
nil free neerce* to leave the place wituln a lim- 
ited lime, or i':iy i.'i )>er d.ay lop the jirivllcge of 
itiiiaiiiing whcie “such high wages” were 
cill'-red. 

Furthermore, a* to the uortality, which yonr 
coiies]iondeiit would imiHtrc uiioii the commu- 
nity as extr iorr.lnarv I'joc reference to the 
Record ol the Dead 1 find hU exaggerated nnm- 
liers to far exceed the actual mortaiitr, reeeivi'd, 
ns they nia\ have to cn, from one who ha. been 
in command at Camp Nelson. 

Let u- notice a few jiaints of intcrc.*t. There 
has for tbe last three miiitbs iucvaiied here an 
ei'idi niic In the form of mea-Ich, which has 
1 -roved fatal to many clildren. Barely there i* a 
wide difference betweea a disen.se “engendered” 
and a coiilagions disetoe that not iinfreqneiillv 
sweei« threugh whole communities. Please 
noiire this fart, viz: -.hat those families who 
were well-fed al home, and which, when they 
were freed by tbx recent act of Congress, were 
eiilier brought here or their fore paid for them 
bv their mafier.*,are almost uuiversally whrirkn 
famiUet to-day. .Many women and' children, 
'«’riv»nfrnm their hoiiies and obliged to walk 
fifty and a hundred miles to get here, are when 
they arrive very often so worn down and fa- 
tigued that they die of sheer exhaustion. And 
yet, notwithstanding ihetc nnfavoruMe cirenm 
'tauces, the actual mortality daring tlie “last 
six months” is ."sTO, less tlian’one hall the num- 
l>er given by ’•Occasional.” 

It may lie well for ns to remember that there 
nre annually hundreds of emigrant wom<-n and 
ehildre n th.at die in their effort to get to ihl* 
land of freedom. Most of them die eklier on 
fhlplKiard or in quarantine, where di*ea*e is real- 
ly "engeiidered; ’ and because tl'cy dieaii l are 
buried un*een save by a few, do one ever thinks 
of qnestkmiDg the mortaliiv among emigrants. 
Buddeiily your corresjiondent Is taken with a 
Hmfui, ooneemieg his mo:al obligation to hu- 
inunilr, and Irrnib.e.s when he thinks of the 
sad'v di moralized condition of the iHS ’ple at 
ihr 111 me. No ore passes in or out without a 
I ass from the Local Sat'e'li.tendenf, and Ihsse 
passes are so ngnlateti that good order alwavs 
I revsi's. On each Pabbath there is preaching, 
n.oiiiing and evening, in the capacions dining- 
l.all, by the Chaplain and during the 
wiek prayer-meetings are held in the 
various hall* or cottages, conducted 
by some iHTsrn, generally one of their 
f’Wn color. Could von hear their pravers and 
tongs, see Hitm tilling their little gardens, and 
I-laniirg flowers and shrubbeo' in front of their 
coU’igts (of which there are now abouj ofiO 
hundred), ycu would, not bq a'ti alAhmf^ but 
the.* thfiii bionil condition was qnitr at q'tod as 
when thev were with their masters. Finally, 
hbving almost exhausted his theme, be hap- 
pens to bethink himself that there are thou- 
.*at ds of “wives and children of white soldiers 
.*uffering in want and in poverty all over tbe 
land to whom uo aid is gffven.” It ts a poor 
.argument becan-'C one rises I* neglected and 
unprovided for that another If<«- at.’c l > take 
care of themselves, for venrs targht to be de- 
pendent. should be unprotected; and yet to tbe 
wblie and to the tohired refugees <-f this post 
tbe same care is extended, aud the same rations 
i*sned.

The latest wild story as to the disposition of 
Booth’s body by CoL Baker and his cuadjuiun 
is that the corps was placed in quick lime, ani 
lu that manner speedily destroyed. 

The (Juaitcrmaster's Depaitment is busily 
I'rt parlrg for the entertainment and reception 
of the vast army of veterans, estimated to 
number over 200,(.i(X) men, who in a few week.* 
will encamp on the healthy heights which sur- 
round this city, to await their final discharge. 

General Grant has arrived here from Phila- 
delphia, having established his family residunie 
in bis new mansion there without sloppiug long 
cnengh to enjoy its luxury. 

We have further news to-day of the absqnai- 
nlation ol Jeff Davis and his coadjuiors of tbe 
decea ed rebel Government. 

Bamucl McCubhin, well known in Baltimore 
teritcfoie as an imconcilahle rebel, has re- 
lumed to Richmond. 

He was Intrusted with the conduct of He 
ticasuie of the rebel Secretary Trenholm, which 
had been reserved for an emergency. He gives 
an account of many adventurous inci'lents and 
hairbreadth escapes. ' 

He left Jiff Davis, Breckinridge, Benjamin, 
Trenholm, Extia Billy Smith, and other noted I 
rebels at Greensboro, North Carolina, and mode 
f. .'( tiino to ItlcLuiund on neailug liie rumors 
of the falHug out of the entire bottom of the 
Confederacy. 

He says this choice body ol fugitive Ckmfed- 
crates remained three days at Greensboro’ on 
account of eome railroad or trau*porUtion ob- 
struciicD; that they ate, drank, and slept in the 
cars, liecsutc the citizens of Greensboro’ refused 
to allow them to enter their houses lest tbe 
national antborities might bold them (the citi- 
zens) resi'Ougihle for harboring rebels. 

This account of the condition of tiffs rebel 
government party discloses a most forlorn, 
boiicless state of alarm and vexation, and even 
di'i'iivation, notwithstanding their possession of 
no incoiisiderahle amount of the treasure. 

At the lime McCubl'en parted with th'is mis- 
erable party they had but one object in view— 
the petbonal safely of each. Texas was the os- 
tensible objective point. It was secretly hinted, 
however, that the coart of Florida afforded the 
only means of escape from capture by Union 
troops. 

Tlie mystery concerning the arrest of ex-G4>v. 
AUren is explained in part by the fact that his 
iriendb have utterly faffed to show a single art 
or word of his during the war wherein he ex- 
hibited fidelity to the Government or attach- 
ment to the Union, notwithstanding the state- 
mints to the contrary. Besides, there is good 
evidence in the possession of tbe Government 
that ex-Gov. Aiken has been extensively en- 
gaged in blockade-running. 

Some curiosity L* exhibited to know why the 
first official statement of D.ivls’s complicity la 
the assassination should have emanated from 
Ihe President. It shonid be known that it was 
determined in tbe first instance in council that 
the trial of the assassination conspiracy matter 
shculd be turned over to the military authori- 
ties, and thereupon the whole testimony was 
put in charge of tbe Judge Advocate, (ieneral 
Holt, who, upon a through examinatien, m ide 
ills reiKirt, implicating Davis, uot in direct 
ci'uii 'licit* with the assassination, but in the 
knowledge of the plot and its intended cxecn- 
lic'ii. Ujion this report the President issued his 
I roclamatioD. These trials, as wc U'Ow nnder- 
'Uud, will commence to- morrow. .

ThN 
train was heavily loaded with pi*aeag -ra. quite 
a Bcmoer of them bedng ladles. About sevee- 
teen miles *nd a half from CiDcInnati. aad be- 
tween He stations known aa Gravel Pit and 
Nr rth Bend, He focomotive ran from the track, 
and tipped over on one side, the care foUow.iig 
in a promisemous smash up. Tbe Adams Kx- 
pres* ear and the baggage ear were capsized 
with tne eegine, and both badly damagwL The 
first passengsr coach stove thn'Ugh the end of 
He Baggage ear, prodnidng eon-1 Joroliie havoc: 
Tbe remainder oLthe train was not aeverely 
ir.jured and kept m track. The first shock (kT 
the crash of course awakened fa tbe minela of 
Hr pasren;:er* He Uku that it was aa ordinary
